By how much the charge of one Tax is leſs than another, by ſo much, in that "58 
reſpect, it has the advantage, and is, as it were, ſo much clear gains to the Govern- <0 
ment. Now the charge of the Exciſe it ſeems comes to about a Tenth of the Jn- "Wy 
come, and this being to be annex'd to the Exciſe-Offce, may be ealily manag'd by = 
their Officers, ſo that this may be brought in for nothing, ( or for a very ſmall b-- 
matter at moſt.) Comparing this advantage therefore with the Exciſe,together with _— 
the ſecurity of this Tax beyoad what that is capable of, it will be found there will 
be ſo much fav'd by it, which, together with its other Advantages, will be no {mall 
Recommendation of it. The Cuftoms is not brought in neither, under a yery 
oreat charge; nay, the very Land-Tax amounts to a I wenty-Third part. 


It being therefore a Tax equal in it ſelf, certain to be depended on, to be had 
without Frauds or Concealments, that does not prejudice Trade in General, or the 
Hat-makers in Particular, that creates no new Offices or Officers, will come in clear 


without charge or deduQtion, It is humbly propog'd, as preferable to 2ny other. 
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
